The effect of a Democratic administration 
and free trade threats upon our commerce is 
admirably explained by the Utica Herald in 
an article published elsewhere.

But a half dozen weddings would 
break up this trust.

The rope had 
a noose at the end, and this accidentally las 
soeed Quinlan about the neck. The train 
was moving at the rate of seven miles nn 
hour, and the unfortunate man was dragged 
an entire block before the train stopped. He 
saved his life Tty thrusting his hand between 
the rope and his throat. He was nearly dead 
from strangling and bumping over the ties 
when rescued, but will recover. The yard 
foreman threatened to discharge Shields, but 
Quinlan interposed in hts behalf, saying he 
meant him no harm. But his experience was 
much like that of victims of lynching pnrtks 
down South.

He was elected Rep 
resentative in Congress in 1861, ’63 and 65, 
and to the Senate in 1877. From 1868 to 
1876 he was Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Union Pacific Railway, but resigned this 
position when he entered the Senate. In 
Congress he was distinguished for his practi­ 
cal sense and fondness for business methods 
in legislation. He was for 30 years one of 
the most useful leaders of the Republican 
party of New Hampshire. His age was 65 
years.

JOHN L. SW tklVA N ihi THE TOILS.

New-York, August 1.—John L. Sullivan 
looked none the worse this morning after his 
occupancy at Police Headquarters of ofib oí 
the ordinary cells LhcYe for the night. The 
sbtgger was up early and ordered a substan­ 
tial breakfast. In conversation with Inspec­ 
tor Byrnes Sullivan remarked: “ Well, if I 
ive done anything wrong and deserve pun­ 
ishment, I suppose I shall have to take it. I 
ain’t a kicking.” At 9:30 Sullivan, accom­ 
panied

Byrnes, went 
the District-Attorney's office. When 
the carriage containing Sullivan, Detective 
Sergeants Adams and Kiernan and Deputy 
Sheriff Childs, of Jackson, Miss., rolled up 
bnmbcrs-strcet to the. Court of General Ses­ 
sions it was surrounded by a cheering and 
howling crowd. Sullivan was taken before 
District Attorney Fellows, and the papers 
pon which he was arrested were handed to 
that official^ who having carefully read them, 
ave whispered instructions to one of Ids 
lerks. 
This individual Diming to the 
prisoner said : “ Sullivan, if yoU want to 
oii 
can 
get 
a writ 
of 
habeas 
orjws provided you arc willing to swear that 
ou are not John L. Sullivan.” The big fel­ 
low smiled, shifted his straw hat from one 
hand to the oilier, and said nothing. Then 
his backer, Charles Johnson, said they 
were Waiting for Delancey Nicoll, who bad 
been retained as counsel. The pugilist, with 
the officers and a swarm of reporters, then 
adjourned to the room of Assistant District 
Attorney Fitzgerald. 
In conversation Deputy Childs said he did 
not think the Southern people had any feel- 
against Sullivan, but they want to sec the 
aw vindicated. The feeling is against the 
dlroad authorities. He is satisfied that if 
Sullivan «toes hack without resistence he will 
be treated leniently and no more than a nomi­ 
nal tine will be imposed although the extent 
of the law is $1.000 fine and a year’s impris­ 
onment. He is anxious to get SuJlivan back 
as soon as the Court meets next Monday, nnd 
the trial can go right on without delay. The 
Deputy said he was not afraid to take Sulli- 
an hack single-handed. 
The sports present said the Deputy’s talk 
about n light tine was nil bosh. It was only 
a ruse to get the big fellow down to the South, 
when officers would do all they could to set­ 
tle him. 
After Delancey Nicoll arrived aud had a 
consultation with Sullivan and his triends 
the case was adjourned to Supreme Court 
Chambers before Judge O’Brien. Tlie crowd 
had greatly increased and made a rustí for 
the Court Room. The Assistant District At­ 
torney stated the facts m the case, when 
Mr. Nicoll said: “ Your Honor, John 
L. 
Sullivan, 
for 
whom 
I 
ap­ 
pear, has not 
the least intention of 
denying his identity or taking advantage of 
that section of the Criminal Code in regard to 
waiver. I have gone over these papers care­ 
fully, both of the Governor of Mississippi 
and of this State, nnd think the ease has 
been clearly and fully made out. I wish to 
say that before the arrest was. made John L. 
Sullivan had made up his mind to >ro back 
voluntarily and surrender himself to the au­ 
thorities of Mississippi, feeling confident 
he would 
be justly and fairly dealt 
with. When Sullivan entered into the com­ 
pact of fighting ‘Jake’ Kilrain he understood 
the battle-ground would he in Louisiana, and 
it was not until the night before the fight that 
the place of fighting was changed to Missis­ 
sippi, and Sullivan did not really know until 
at the ring side that he was in the State of 
Mississippi. Your Honor, he did not change 
the ground, and had no intention of breaking 
the law, but he bad no alternative but to 
fight or become a poltroon.” 
Judge O’Brien thereupon ordered that Sul­ 
livan be turned over at once to Deputy 
Sheriff Childs. The slugger left court in 
custody of the officers and was driven to an 
up town resort where he will remain until 
to-night when he will start for the South. 
Sullivan was loudly cheered by the vast 
crowd around the Court House as he de­ 
parted.

exterminate man and beast. Two men were 
bitten and eight horses torn by the teeth 
of the maddened animal. 
A thousand 
people joined in the hunt to destroy tlie brute. 
For two hours they chased up and down the 
streets and alleys, pursuing and pursued. 
Four policemen nnd Lieutenant Peoseti 
joined the Gotnh 
Shortly after noon J. Erickson attempted 
to hitch iiia horse to his meat market wagon 
IE. iiont of his store. The animal was of gen­ 
tle disposition, small, and without a trick or 
vicious habit. When the horse was led fn m 
the burn It showed signs of anger. Sud­ 
denly throwing, back its ours, it siinb. it* 
teeth DPn Erickson s arm, and rearing, 
struck at his muster with its fore feet. 
Ericks ui dropped the halter and the horse 
chased his master into the shop. The beast 
put men, women and children to flight, it 
charged at every one it chanced to meet or 
overtake. In rushing after three women and 
several children It ran over two litlje girls- 
knocking them do*n’, fifllduly slightly bruis­ 
ing them. The others escaped, one of the 
women climbing a fence and the others, with 
ttie screaming children, ran up the steps ai d 
into tlie door of a house. When nearing 
North avenue Conductor Duffv, of the North 
Avenue line, stepped off his ear and caught 
hold of the animal's halter. He supposed It 
was simply a Mtmwity horr.c. The animal 
made a vicious snap at him, catching his 
right hand with iLs teeth and taking out a 
piece of flesh. The conductor let go of the 
halter and jumped on the car. the horse bit­ 
ing and striking at him. As the horse went 
down Milwaukec-ayeiitle it ran at everything 
b saw. and took K fancy for attacking Its own 
kind and bit at every horse it passed. 
Eight of them it nipped in the side. It tore 
large pieces of bide from the ribs of some. 
Others it caught where it could, but always 
left the mark of its teeth. The animals 
thus injured in turn became demor­ 
alized and added to t lie excitement. 
The police finally drove the horse from the 
street to a vacant lot, where it was lassoed 
and shot. Conductor Duffy’s hand, which 
was terribly torn, was immediately cauter­ 
ized. He and his family are in an agony of 
fright as to the results that may follow. He 
is in great pain. Air. Erickson called in a 
ph ysician and had bis wound dressed. He 
thinks the horse was bitten by a “ mad” dog 
two weeks ago.

G eneral Crook*» Speech the “ I I it” of the 
W eek—Foils Opeiieu. 
By Teleeraph to The Freeman. 
Standing R ock Ag ency. Dak., Aug. 1.— 
At Tuesday night's cruucil ot the Indians 
there were many interesting speeches and 
many exciting scenes. John Grass repeated 
to the Indians the statement made by him to 
the Commissioners regarding the promise to 
pav Red Cloud $28.009 for ponies. 
lie 
warned the Indians aaainst being used as 
tools in the interest of Red Cloud or the Gov­ 
ernment., and expressed the belief that if the 
Indians at this agency stood firm the reserva 
tion would not he opened. At the Council 
yesterday the Indians were informed that no 
more meetings for the explanation of the 
treaty would be held. John Grass repeated 
his objections, chief among which is the price 
offered. Major Warner replied to Grass, an 
swering his objections and complimenting 
him and his Indians on the progress they 
have made in agriculture anil civilization. 
The Major made a most telling speech to the 
Reds, for he met every objection and e.\- 
pl.lined the provisions of the treaty of 1868, 
which the Government is charged with vio­ 
lating. 
General Crook said: “ 1 have already inti­ 
mated that unless you accept the treaty this 
land may he taken from you anyway. My 
reasons for thinking so are as follows: Da­ 
kota, Montana and Washington Territory 
have only one representative each in Con­ 
gress, and do not have a vote. Thus in the 
past the cries of Dakota for tlie opening of 
this reservation have had little weight, but 
after October next thcv will lie states, aud 
and will have four Senators and eight Rep­ 
resentatives. and then when they a>k 
that 
these 
reservations 
lie 
opened, 
the Red Man’s voice will be small 
and he will be crowded to one side. 1 assure 
you that you are getting the best terms that 
will ever tie offered you, and unless you ac­ 
cept you will not get more than you were of­ 
fered a year ago. The Great Father does not 
want to deal with the Chiefs alone. He 
wants every Indian on the reservation to ex 
press his desire that they may be granted.

THE BEHRING SEA DISPUTE.. 


Some 
reports 
of 
a 
quieting 
nature 
are receiv ed from the Dominion 
capital 
in regard to the capture of a seal fisher in the 
Behring seu. 
One is that the story that the 
Cabinet is considering the matter is untrue. 
Another is that the gov ernment has not rec­ 
ommended a retaliatory policy. 
Of course 
there is some show of indignation, but it be­ 
comes apparent that extreme measures are go­ 
ing to be carefully av oided until the imperial 
gov ernment is heard from. 
And it is a pretty 
well established fact that the imperial g ov ­ 
ernment does not care enough for its profitless 
American colonies to fight their battles for 
them. 
Mr. Blaine was consulted on the subject at 
Bangor on his way to Bar Harbor yesterday. 
He said that ev erything done on the seal 
question since the 4th of March last was in 
literal compliance with the law passed by the 
last Congress and approv ed by President 
Clev eland on the v ery last day of his admin- 
istation. 
The enactment of the law by a 
Congress partly Democratic, and its approv al 
by a Democratic President, expresses the 
unanimity of the American people on the 
subject, and justifies the President in en­ 
forcing it. 
Indeed, he has no other option. 
The title to Behring Sea was transferred 
by Russia to the United States in 1807 along 
with that to Alaska. 
While possessed by 
Russia it was regarded as a land locked sea, 
and other nations did not attempt to occupy 
i t, though seal fishing there was immensely 
profitable. 
The title of the United States 
was treated with equal respect until 
Mr. 
Clev eland became President. 
In 1885 and 
1886 the Canadians kept the5r hands otf, but 
the pusillanimity exhibited by our gov ern­ 
ment on the Canadian fisheries question led 
the fishermen of British Columbia to believ e 
that they could enter Behring sea witn im 
punity. 
During the season of 1887 the gov ­ 
ernment icsented the inv asion, and sev eral 
sealers were seized. 
In 1888 the rev enue cut­ 
ter was sent again into the sea ostensibly to 
protect American rights there, but Captain 
Shepherd 
states 
that 
lie 
carried 
with 
him 
secret 
instructions, 
the 
nature 
of 
which 
he 
refuses 
to 
rev eal 
under oath, but under which he did not feel 
at liberty to make seizures. 
Last year the 
poaching by British v essels was practiced on 
a large scale, and there was no interference. 
Captain Fisher carried two sets of orders. 
One set was intended for publication, and in­ 
structed him to clear the sea of thiev es. The 
other was for his observ ance and was to be 
kept profoundly secret. 
This 
order 
he 
obeyed, hence there were no seizures. 
The question ;s one of serious importance, 
and must be submitted to diplomatic discus 
sion. 
In the meantime there should be no 
poaching,as the United States is able to show 
title to the sea l>3r purchase from Russia, 
this title is in v iolation of international law 
England must establish that fact before 
begins to occupy the sea.

Mr. and Mrs. Flack hav e been married so 
long that they hav e one son grown to man 
hood, who is managing his father’s book 
binding business. 
At

business Mr 
Flack accumulated wealth, and maintain« 
his family in good style in a brown ston 
mansion in East Fifty-sev enth street, 
But 
Mrs. Flack made a discov ery some month 
ago that spoiled her happiness. 
It was noth 
ing less than that her husband was maintain 
ing another domestic establishment not fa 
away, where lie was not known as the Slier 
iff or ev en as Mr. 
Flack, but by anothe 
name, which the lady of the establishment 
bore also. 
It is ascertained that the Sheriff 
has been liv ing this double family life for 
more than two years. 
He is a Tammany 
Sachem, but does not appear to hav e e 
trusted his associate politicians with a know 
edge of 
the heav y responsibilities which 
might be expected to unfit any other man for 
a high and arduous office. 
Mrs. Flack begun her suit in the Common 
Fleas court, and a referee was appointed 
Twenty days’ notice was serv ed on the 
Sheriff, but he put in no answ'cr and no law 
yer appeared for him. 
Only three witnesses 
were examined, and upon their testimony the 
referee made his report to the court, which 
thereupon issued a decree of absolute div orce 
Now that the news is out, his friends express 
surprise. 
They plead, howev er, that his 
wife is sickly, and this lias been a source of 
great dissatisfaction to him. 
Still, as one of 
them expresses it, “ it is surprising that he. 
with so many years of married life behind 
him, and with all his prominence in business 
and politics, should not hav e been able to fix 
matters better than to hav e a div orce.” 
This 
by way of apology and defense for his pow­ 
erful political friend. 
But the foundation principle of marriage, 
“ for better or for worse,” hits been shock­ 
ingly v iolated by the Sheriff. 
The woman 
who nliied her life to his would not thus hav e 
treated him if he had liecome broken in 
health or poor.

THE BEHR IHG SEA DISPUTE. 


Some 
reports 
of 
a 
quieting 
nature 
are received from the 
Dominion 
capital 
in regard to the capture of a seal Usher in the 
Behring wa. 
One is that the story that the 
Cabinet is considering the m atter is untrue. 
Another is that the government has not rec 
ommended a retaliatory policy. 
Of course 
there is some show of indignation, hut it l<o 
comes apparent that extreme measures are go­ 
ing to In- carefully avoided until the imperial 
government is heard from. 
And it is a pretty 
well established fact that tho imperial gov­ 
ernm ent does not care enough fo r its pro fitless 
American colonies to fight th e ir battles for 
them. 
Mr. lllaine was consulted on the subject at 
Bangor on his way to Bar I la ria t yesterday. 
He said that everything done on the seal 
question since the 4th of March last was in 
literal compliance w itll the law passed by Ba­ 
llist Congress and approved by President 
Cleveland on the very last day of his admin 
{station. 
The enactment of the law by a 
('(ingress partly Democratic, and its approval 
by a Democratic President, expresses the 
unanim ity of the American people on the 
subject, and justifies the President in en 
forcing it. 
Indeed, he has no other option. 
The title to Ik bring Sea was transferred 
bv Husain to the United States in 18(17 along 
with that to Alaska. 
While possessed by 
Bassia it was regarded as a land locked sea, 
and other nations did not attempt to occupy 
11, though seal fishing there was immensely 
profitable. 
The title of the United States 
was treated with equal respect until 
Mr. 
Cleveland became President.

1^86 the Canadians kept the-r hands off, but 
the pusillanimity exhibited by our govern 
went on the Canadian fisheries question lt d 
the fishermen of British Columbia to Ix-lieve 
that they could enter Behring sea with im 
punily. 
During the season of 1*87 the gov­ 
ernm ent lesented the invasion, aud several 
scalers were seized.

ter was sent again into the sea ostensibly to

The wife of Sheriff Flack of New York 
obtained a divorce yesterday.

put away by his wife, a big toe tai breeze is 
sure to follow. 
Mr. Flack was elected last 
fall. 
It is a little rem arkable that the com 
plcx nature of his domestic affairs did not 
leak out at that time and spoil his canvass, 
but he luansgcd his secret well. 
Against the 
divorce prosecution Ire made no defense, hav­ 
ing arranged, us he supposed, lo get through 
it quietly and without scandal. 
But it is all 
" in the papers.” 
Mr. ami Mrs. Flack have been m arried so 
long that they have one son grow n to man 
hood, who is managing hi) father's (took 
binding business. 
At 
this business Mr. 
Flack accum ulated wealth, and maintained 
his family in rims! style in a brown stone 
mansion in East Fifty seventh street. 
But 
Mrs. Flack tundc a discovery some months 
ago that spoiled her happiness. 
It was noth­ 
ing less than that her husband was m aintain 
ing another domestic establishment not far 
away, w here he was not known as the Sher­ 
iff or even aa Mr. 
Flack, but by another 
name, which the lady of the establish men t 
bore also. 
It is ascertained that the Sheriff 
has been living this double family life for 
more than two years. 
Ile is a Tam m any 
Sachem, but does not ap|M-ar to have en­ 
trusted his associate politicians with a know l­ 
edge of 
the heavy responsibilities which 
might be expected to unlit any other man for 
a high and arduous office. 
Mrs. Flack begut) her suit in the Common 
Fleas court, and a referee was appointed. 
Tw enty days’ notice was served on the 
Sheriff, but be put in no answer and no law­ 
yer appeared for him. 
Only three w itnesses 
were examined, and ujion their testimony the 
referee made his report to the court, which 
thereupon issued a decree of absolute divorce 
Now that the news is out, his friends express 
surprise. 
They plead, however, that his 
wife is sickly, and this has been a source of 
great dissatisfaction to him. 
Still, as one of 
them expresses it, “ it is surprising that he. 
with so many years of married life behind 
him, and with all his prominence in business 
and politics, should not have been able to fix 
matters better than to have a divorce.” 
This 
by way of apology aud defense for his pow ­ 
erful political friend.

“ for better or for worse,” has been shock 
ingly violated by the Sheriff.

who allied her life to his would not thus have 
treated him if he had liecome broken in 
health or poor.

THE BEHRING SEA DISPUTE.. 


Som e 
reports 
of 
a 
quieting 
nature 
are received from the 
Dominion 
capital 
in regard to the capture of a seal fisher in the 
Behring sea. 
One is that the story that the 
Cabinet is considering the matter is untrue. 
Another is that the government lias not rec­ 
ommended a retaliatory policy. 
Of course 
there is some show o f indignation, hut it In­ 
comes apparent that extreme measures are go­ 
ing to be carefully avoided until the imperial 
government is heard from. 
And it is a pretty 
well established fact that the imperial gov­ 
ernment does not care enough for its profitless 
American colouies to fight their battles for 
them. 
Mr. Blaine was consulted on the subject at 
Bangor on his w ay to Bar Harbor yesterday, 
lie said that everything done on the seal 
question since the 4th of March last was in 
literal compliance with the law passed by the 
last Congress and approved by President 
Cleveland on the very last day of his admin 
istation. 
The enactment of the law by ¡ 
Congress partly Democratic, and its approval 
by a Democratic President, expresses the 
unanimity of the American people on the 
subject, and justifies the President in cn- 
torcing it. 
Indeed, he has no other option. 
T he title to Behring Sea was transferred 
by Russia to the United Stales in 18(57 alon 
w ith that to Alaska. 
W hile possessed by 
Russia it was regarded as a land locked sea, 
and other nations did not attempt to occupy 
i t, though seal fishing there was immensely 
profitable. 
The title of the United States 
was treated with equal respect until 
Mr 
Cleveland became President. 
In 1887 and 
1886 the Canadians kept lhc:r hands off, but 
the pusillanimity exhibited by our govern 
ment on the Canadian fisheries question let 
the fishermen of British Columbia to believe 
that they could enter Behring sea w ith im 
punity. 
During the season of 1887 the gov­ 
ernment lesented the invasion, and several 
sealers were seized. 
In 1888 the revenue cut 
ter was sent again into the sea ostensibly to 
protect American rights there, but Captain 
Shepherd 
states 
that 
he 
carried 
with 
him 
secret 
instructions, 
the 
nature 
of 
which 
he 
refuses 
to 
reveal 
under oath, but under which he did not fee 
at liberty to make seizures. 
Last year the 
poaching by British vessels was practiced on 
a large scale, auil there was no interference 
Captain Fisher carried two sets of orders 
One set was intended for publication, and in 
structed him to clear the sea of thieves. The 
other was for his observance and was to be 
kept profoundly secret. 
This 
order 
lie 
obeyed, hence there were no seizures. 
The question's one of serious importance 
and must be submitted to diplomatic discus 
6ion. 
In the meantime there should be no 
poaching,as the U nited States is able to show 
title to the sea byT purchase from Russia, 
this title is in violation of international law 
England must establish that fact before 
begins to occupy the sea. 
When two farm

And if the District Attorney had 
refused or failed to prosecute, he would have 
emoved him from office and appointed a 
man in his place w illing and brave enough to 
his entire duty. 
But Sullivan was arrested yesterday. 
This 
was done because Gov. Lowry of Mississippi, 
a Democrat, had sent an agent to N ew York 
to bring the pugilist back to the scene of his 
crime. 
\S lien the Democratic Governor of 
a Southern state speaks, it is the duty of our 
Northern Governor to obey'. 
The agent re­ 
ported to the detective that he had been to 
Albany to see the Governor about Sullivan s 
extradition, and Mr. Hill informed him that 
he could do nothing about it until the pugil­ 
ist had been arrested. 
This occasioned some 
delay, and in the meantime Sullivan appears 
to have been informed of what w as happeu- 
fnr when the detective called upon him 
at the Vanderbilt hotel last evening, he found 
the pugilist prepared to give him self up, and 
feeling glad that the suspense was over. 
He 
is under arrest because he did not improve 
the excellent opportunity to escape which the 
long draw n out proceedings had afforded 
him. 
There may be some surprise and dis. 
gust high up in Democratic councils that the 
big man did not get away. 
W e suppose Gov. H ill will honor the requi­ 
sition of Gov. Low iy and start the pugilist on 
the way to .Mississippi, legally and correctly 
extradited. 
H e need not do this. 
The pen­ 
alty for what Sullivan did in this state by 
preparing for the tight and then departing to 
engage in it is the same as that of Mississippi 
for actual prize fighting, save that the fine 
is $500 instead of $1,000. 
Sullivan’s muscle 
could be retained in one of the prisons of this 
state for a year, and his fine would be just as 
valuable in New Y ork’s treasury as Missis 
sippi’s. 
But to punish him according to law 
would break up the Democratic party here 
by alienating the pugilistic-and gum bling cl. 
cinent and creating unhappiness among the 
saloons, of which he and his friends are gen 
crous patrons. 
So he will be started tow ards 
Mississippi. 
And then bets will be offered at 
big odds that he w ill never get there.

m ight be expected to unfit nny other man for 
a high and arduous office. 
Mrs. Flack beguti her suit in the Common 
Pleas court, and a referee was appointed. 
Twenty days’ notice was served on the 
Sheriff, but he put in no answer and no law­ 
yer appeared for him. 
Only three witnesses 
were examined, and upon their testimony the 
referee made his report to the court, which 
thereupon issued a decree of absolute divorce. 
Now that the news is out, his friends express 
surprise. 
They plead, however, that his 
wife is sickly, and this has been a source of 
great dissatisfaction to him. 
Still, as one of 
them expresses it, " it is surprising that he. 
with so many years of married life behind 
him, and with all his prominence in business 
and politics, should not have been able to fix 
matters better than to have a divorce.” This 
by way of apology and defense for his pow­ 
erful political frieud. 
But the foundation principle of marriage,

R u in o u s K H ect o f F r e e T rad e T h r e a ts — Iill 
p o r ts I n c r e a s e d a n d E x p o rts D im in is h e d .

The report by the Bureau of Statistics of 
our foreign commerce for the fiscal year end­ 
ing with June 30 last, is an eloquent argu­ 
ment against the overthrow of the protective 
system. 
For the figures show that the value 
of merchandise imported is greater than in 
any previous year in our history, and since 
pnces are in all branches now very low, this 
excess signifies an increase of vast extent. 
(Fur imports of merchandise were in I860 
$253,616,119; in 1870 they were with high 
prices $435,958,408, and tiiey became $66' 
954,746 in 
1880. 
The highest figures they 
ever reached before tbe year jmt closed,were 
$723,180,914, in 1882, and they have now run 
up in the fiscal year 1888-’89 to $745,127,476, 
¡surely in the condition of our markets, noth­ 
ing should be done to increase unnaturally 
this flood of foreign goods coining in to com ­ 
pete w ith the products of our own artisans. 
The dam age which has been done to our 
export trade by the threats in W ashington to 
overthrow our revenue system can not we' 
be estimated. 
Foreign producers have In­ 
come encouraged in the belief that our mar­ 
kets were to be thrown wide open to all the 
world, and especially to dealers in “ cheap 
and nasty wares,” while notice was served 
on 
our 
wool 
growers and m anufactur­ 
ers in every department that the foundations 
on which their industries were established 
were to he lorn up, and the protection afford 
ctl bv our revenue laws was to be destroyed. 
So ihe exports, which were $9o2,877,346 in 
1881, fell in the three years affected by the 
Cleveland administration and the Mills Cur 
lisle discussions, to $679,524,83(1 in 1886, to 
$716,183,211 in 1887, and to $695,954,597 in 
1888. 
W hile only a part of the past year has 
been affected by the demonstration that the 
protective system is to he maintained, the pe 
riod since Novem ber lias been long enough 
to give hope and courage to industry, and the 
exports for the fiscal year 1889 ran up to 
$742,401,799. 
The credit balance of trade, which was 
$259,712,718 in 1881, passed to the adverse 
side in 1888, to the amount of $28,002,60’ 
and continues in 1889 on that side, but now 
amounts only to $2,725,077. 
But without 
the change of a letter of statute, by tbe con­ 
struction of the laws in the spirit itt which 
they arc made, the impetus has been given to 
increased home production, with restriction 
on unfair competition from abroad. 
Ih re in 
Utica, this change is fully appreciated in the 
imposition on worsted cloths of the duties 
conceded to be rightful even by Mr. Cleve­ 
land and his Secretary of the Treasury, and 
yet never collected at the correct rates, until 
under the construction of Secretary W in 
dorn. 
W hile our importations are at the highest 
standard ever reached, and dom estic enter­ 
prise is starling out on new ventures in every 
direction, the time is opportune to continue 
the work of adjusting (lie revenue laws so 
well begun by the Senate. 
Only the most 
purblind theorist will plead that lower duties 
are necessary to bring in all the foreign mer­ 
chandise that, our people can pay for in the 
face of these instructive figures. 
The cur­ 
rent o f trade flows strongly enough into our 
ports. 
T he need is to foster our own indus­ 
tries. 
Capital and labor are already assured 
that the war on our protective system can 
produce no result for four years to come. 
That assurance is a guarantee of extended 
production and increased trade at home, of 
healthful business, and of good times on a 
solid, conservative basis.

In 1884.Mr. Findlay offered to provide what 
ever funds were necessary to erect a building 
for the accommodation >'f the portrait gai- 
lery and of the National Museum of Antiqui­

provided. 
The 
site 
at 
t he east end of Queen-strcet, w«s accord- 
y purchased h* r. cost of £7,500, of 
which 4*5,000 was voted by Parliament.,while 
tlVe remainder was provided by the Board of 
Manufacturers out of their own funds. 
The 
building, for which Dr. Rowand Anderaoh 
prepared the plans-, was nt tfticc begun, and 
it is now so 
advanced towards comple­ 
tion Gao tile collection of works of art belong­ 
ing to the Board, with the addition of a con­ 
siderable number of loan pictures, has been 
placed in two of the galleries for public ex 
hihition. 
The style of architecture adopted 
may be described generally as the Gothic of 
the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries. The 
building is suggestive. In ils broader aspects, 
of the Doge’s palace at Venice, though lack­ 
ing the variety of color with which Canaletto 
lias familiari/.ed the world. 
It occupies a 
rectangular site about 250 feet long by 50 
feet in breadth, and consists of three stories. 
The most striking features of the external or­ 
namentation are canopied niches for statuary 
in 
the 
northern 
fecadc 
and

turrets at the four angles. 
A ha»ds«m5 eii- 
trancc-hall divides tl*» bdilding into two 
uearlv equal portions, of which the eastern is 
n«sigtied to the Society ot Antiquaries and 
the western to the portrait gallery. 
Thu en- 
trat ee-hall, with its lofty pointed alelíes and 
its elegant tialustrad'* tihil gallery, forms an 
admirable ftinh re of the iuternal design, the 
weakest point in which, undoubtedly, is the 
low arching of the staircase. 
The three gal­ 
leries in the top story, which are lighted 
from (lie roof, are by far the finest in the 
building, hut considerations of convenience 
have led the Board to form the exhibition at 
present in the two galleries of the middle 
story. 
These are at once separated and con­ 
nected by an arcade of three pointed alelíes, 
and are lighted front the two sides, an ar­ 
rangement which leads in some cases to a con­ 
flict of lights. 
To increase the wall space 
screens have been projected into the rooms 
between the windows.” 
The Rio Xeirx, of Brazil, says: "The new 
Cabinet. It wilitld seem, bus resolved to carry 
ov»t the negotiation of a commercial treaty 
with the United States, which lias been un­ 
der consideration during the last 18 months. 
To this end Senator Lafayette Rodrigues 
Pereira has been nominated Envoy Extraor­ 
dinary and Minister Plenipotentiary on a 
special mission to that country, and will pro­ 
ceed there at once, perhaps by the first 
steAmer. 
The new Minister is known as one 
of the ablest jurists in Brazil, and has already 
filled one important special mission abroad— 
that of arbitrator in the settlement of foreign 
claims against Chili.

With the Port­ 
folio of Finance.he is a member of the Coun­ 
cil of State, a Senator from the Province of 
Minas Geraes, anil is a man of more than or­ 
dinary influence in administrative circles. Up 
to the tithe of his accepting a Cabinet position, 
less than 10 years ago, lie was a prominent 
Republican. Since then lie lias been connected 
with the Liberal party, and lias been an ar­ 
dent defender of the monarchy. 
It is cer 
tainly tilt auspicious sign that Braz.il should 
send so prominent a man to negotiate this 
proposed treaty and to represent the empire 
at the approaching American Congress in 
Washington. 
Senator Lafayette will lie ac­ 
companied by I)t. Salvador de Mendonca, the 
well-known Brazilian Consul-General in New- 
York, and perhaps by another representative. 
He will, of contse, be assisted by Minister 
Valente, recently appointed Minister to ttie 
United 
States. 
It 
is 
satisfactory 
that 
Brazil is to be so ably represented at Wash­ 
ington this year, for the approaching Con­ 
gresses and the tendency to closer relation­ 
ship between the various American States 
render the time one of peculiar importance 
In addition to this, the possibility of the 
reference of a long-standing dispute to the 
President of the United States for arbitration 
renders it necessary that Brazil should be 
represented there by n jurist of more Ilian 
ordinary ability.”

No perso n shall hunt, kill, chase no r lake alive any 
wild deer in any part o f this State save o nly fro m 
August 15 to No vember 16. 
Deer canno t In? pursued 
with do gs except fro m Septemper 1 to Octo ber 'JO. 
No rerso n shall kill any wild duck, go o se o r 
brant between May 1 and September 1. No gun can 
be used except such as an* habitually raised at arm's 
length and fin'd fro m the sho ulder. Wild fo wls can­ 
no t be sho t fro m any vessel pro pelled by steam o r 
sails, and no flo ating battery o r device shall bo used 
fo r the purpo se < f deco ying at a greater distance 
than 20 ro ds fro m the sho re. 
No perso n shall kill quail l>et ween January 1 and 
No vember 1. llare o r rabbit between February I 
and No vember 1, which pro viso do es no t apply to o c­ 
cupants o r o wners o f nurseries o r o rchards. 
Wo o dco ck can la* killed between August 1 and 
January 1, and black and gray squirrels between 
August 1 and February 1. 
No perso n shall kill partridges except fro m Sep­ 
tember 1 lo January 1. 
Ko bins, meado w lark and starlings can o nly bo 
killed during the mo nths o f Octo ber, No vember and 
December. Eagles, wo o dpecker, night hawk, yel­ 
lo w bird, wren, marten, o rio le, o r any so ng bird, 
canno t be killed at any time, except fo r the pur­ 
po se o f studying the habits o r histo ry o f these birds, 
stuffing them as specimens, o r fo r destro ying fruit 
and grapes o n a perso n’s o wn premises. 
Tro ut can be caught in Ulster Co unty fro m May 1 
to September 13. 
Sho o ting, hunting and trapping o n Sunday is pro ­ 
hibited. 
Black bass, under the State law, weighing no t less 
than half a po und o r less than eight inches in length 
can be caught fro m May 30 tr January 1. B1 ick and 
Oswego bass and pike po rch bet ween May 30 and 
January 1.

T he hunting season is at hand. 
A numlter 
of Kingston City woodcock hunters started 
out to day to shoot birds. 
They said that 
ow ing to the w et w eather, w oodcock were 
“ scattered.” 
Because of the many mistakes 
so often made in the publishing of game laws 
by new spapers, T im F reeman herew ith pub­ 
lishes in condensed form laws that affect l l 
ster County anti vicinity: 
No person shall hunt, kill, chase nor take alive any 
wiW deer in any part of this Slate save only from 
August 15 to November 16. I leer cannot lie pursued 
with dogs except from 8* pteinpcr I to October 'JO. 
No lemon shall kill any wild duck, goos,- or 
brant between May 1 and September I. No gun can 
he ascii except such as are habitually raised at arm 's 
length and fired from the shoulder. Wild fowls can­ 
not lie shot from any vessel projielled by steam or 
Hails, alai no Hooting battery or ch vice shall be used 
for the purpose < f decoying at a greater distance 
than WI resin from the shore. 
No person shall kill ipiail between January I and 
November I. Hare or rabbit between February I 
and November I, w hich proviso does not apply to oc- 
c'u|suit s or owners of nurseries or orchards. 
Woodcock can be killed between August I ami 
January I, and black and gray squirrel* between 
August I and February I. 
No person shall kill partridges except from Sep­ 
tember I to January I, 
Hollins, meadow lark ami starlings can only la' 
killisl during the months of October, November and 
iVcemla-r. Eagles, woodpecker, night hawk. yel­ 
low bird, wren, marten, oriole, or any song bird, 
cannot be killed at any time, except for the pur- 
{tone of studying the habits or history of these birds, 
stoning them os specimens, or for destroying fruit 
and grapes on a person's own premises. 
Trout can be caught in Ulster County from May I 
to September IS. 
Hhooting, hunting ami trapping on Sunday is pro­ 
hibited 
Black bass, under the State law, weighing not less 
than half a pound or less than eight inches in length 
can be caught from May So to January I. Bl lek and 
thiwego host. and pike porch between May Aland 
January I. 
No person shall kill, wound or (ranany bird, deer, 
squirrel, rabbit or any other animal within the lim­ 
it* of any cemetery or laddie burying ground, or of 
any public park or pleasure ground, or remove the 
young of any such animal or the eggs of any such 
bird from such place under a penalty of a line of 
fS30 or six months imprisonment. 
An ucl of Ila: Board of Hupcrvisors of F l­ 
uter County applying to the Esopus Creek is 
us follows: 
Fishing by fair angling or trolling for any kin I of 
Ash in said waters is am horded and permitted from 
May at) to December I. 
Another aet contains Hic following: 
The catching of pickerel, black or Oswego bass, 
or yellow perch out of the two Binnewatcrs in the 
town of Kaopu* during the months of December, 
January'. February, March and April is prohibited. 
No person shall catch or kill any fish except min 
nows, bull heads, eels. suckers and calfish iii fresh 
waters by any device except book anJ line, except 
in the Wallkill River, In the County of Ulster. 
where suckers arid eels can be- caught with a single 
fyke, meshes not less than one inch, during the 
months of March, April, October ami November.

The hunting season is at hand. 
A number 
of Kingston City woodcock hunters started 
out to-day to shoot birds. 
They said that 
owing to the wet weather, woodcock were 
"scattered.” 
Because of the many mistakes 
so often made in the publishing of game luws 
b y newspapers, T i i e F r e e m a n herewith pub­ 
lishes iu condensed form laws that affect Ul­ 
ster County and vicinity: 
No person shall hunt, kill, chase nor take alive any 
wild deer in any part of this Slate nave only from 
August 15 to November 16. I>eer cannot be pursued 
with dogs except from Septem per 1 to O ctober CO. 
No jerson shall kill any wild duck, goose or 
brant between May 1 and Septem ber 1. No gun can 
be used except such as are habitually raised at arm 's 
length and fired from the shoulder. Wild fowls can­ 
not be shot frotn any vessel propelled liy steam or 
sails, and no floating liattery or device shall be used 
for the purpose < f decoying at a greater distance 
than ISO rods from the shore. 
No persou shall kill quail between January 1 and 
November 1. Ilnre or rabbit between February 1 
and November 1, which proviso does not apply to oc­ 
cupants or owners of nurseries or orchards. 
Woodcock can be killed between August 1 and 
Jan u ary 1, and black and gray squirrels between 
A ugust 1 and F ebruary 1. 
No persou shall kill partridges except front Sep­ 
tem ber 1 to Jan u ary 1. 
Kobins, meadow lark and starlings can only lie 
killed during the m onths of October, November and 
December. Eagles, woodpecker, night bawk. yel­ 
low bird, wren, m arten, oriole, or any song bird, 
cannot be killed at any time, except for the pur 
pose of studying th e habits or history of these birds, 
stulllng them os specimens, or for destroying fruit 
and grapes on a person's own premises. 
Trout can be caught in Ulster County from May 1 
to September 13. 
Shooting, hunting and trapping on Sunday is pro­ 
hibited, 
Black bass, under the State law, weighing Dot less 
than half a pound or less than eight inches in length 
can be caught from May 30 tr January 1. B1 ick and 
Oswego bass and pike perch bet ween May 30 and 
Jan u ary 1. 
No person shall kill, wound or trap any bird, deer, 
squirrel, rabbit or any other anim al within the lim­ 
its of any cem etery or public burying ground, or of 
any public park or pleasure ground, or remove the 
young of any such anim al or the eggs of any such 
bird from such place under a penalty of a line of 
$350 or six m onths im prisonment. 
An act of the Board of Supervisors of L’l 
stcr County applying to the Esopus Creek is 
as follows: 
Fishing by fair angling or trolling for any kind of 
fish in said w aters is authorized and perm itted from 
May 30 to December 1. 
Another act contains the following: 
The catching of pickerel, black or Oswego bass 
or yellow perch out of the two Binnewaters in the 
town of Esopus during the months of December, 
January, February, March and April is prohibited. 
No person shall catch or kill any fish except m in­ 
nows, bull heads, eels, suckers and catfish in fresh 
w aters by any device except hook and line, except 
in the Wallkill River, in the County of Ulster, 
where suckers and eels can be caught with a single 
fyke, meshes not less than one inch, during the 
months of March, April, October and November. 
It is again stated that certain amendments 
have been made to Chapter 24">, General 
¡School Laws ot this Stale, changing the time 
of holding the annual school meeting, and 
also alte rating the date on which the school 
year is to close. 
It provides that school 
meetings shall hereafter be held on the tirst 
Tuesday in August instead of the last Tues­ 
day of that mouth, at 7:30 instead of 7 
o'clock- 
It also provides that the school 
year shall close upon July 25, instead of 
August 20. 
Tiie school reports this year will 
lie made to conform to the change. 
In all 
school districts in Ulster County and all 
counlies along the Hudson River, except 
Westchester, in which the number of school 
age exceeds 300, District Officers must he 
elected by ballot ou the W ednesday next 
after the first Tuesday in August, between 
the hours of 12 o’clock noon and 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon.
